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(i) . Applicant formally traverses the Restriction Requirement as 
presented by the Examiners for the reasons stated below; and 

(ii) . Applicant provisionally elects to prosecute original claims 1-14 
respectively, designated as Invention I, which are drawn to a 
genetically modified human microglia cell. 

REMARKS 

1. Applicant respectfully submits and maintains that all of 
claims 1-17 respectively now pending constitute a single and unitary 
invention; and recite an integrated subject matter constituting one 
individual invention having multiple aspects and alternative definitional 
formats. The subject matter as a whole comprising applicants' unitary 
invention is defined in the alternative by the scope and the specific 
subject matter recited by claims 1-14 and claims 15-17 cumulatively 
and collectively; and each set of claims is directly and intimately 
related to all the other. 

The Examiners will recognize and appreciate that original 
independent claim 1 defines a genetically modified human microglia 
cell; which is the resulting composition of matter and intended 
consequence of original independent claim 15; and which defines a 
method for transforming human microglia cells into a genetically 
modified cell line, which perforce includes the cell of claim 1 within it. 
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
